MINING REGTJIiATIONH. 



The newt which is beginning to arrive 
from Soolie is, as might be expected, of a 
wore practical character than was received 
at the outset. So far as the gold bearing 
nature of the country id concerned, tho intel- 
ligence is satisfactory. No practical minor 
wno has uicended Leech river but bears tes- 
timony to tho auriferous appearance of the 
locality. Every man who is at work is ena- 
bled to take out at all events sufficient gold 
lo pay his expanses, and some a great deal 
more; but all the miners are not at work, and 
this leads as to tho discussion of questions 
that may seriously aflect tho future of the 
country. Wo are, as we have said before, 
merely on the threshold of our gold discov- 
eries, and it require* the utmost pruJonce to 
guide our onward steps. That we shall have 
meu coming from the mines disgusted we 
must expect — tho richest diggings can not 
afford wealth to all — but let U3 take care that 
inch a retrogression ii not owing to govern- 
mental mismanagement. A mistake has al- 
ready been mado iu forcing the miners into 
buying licenses at tho commencement. A 
more liberal system would have encouraged 
rnen lo explore the rugged country surround 
ing Leech river, aud open up probably an 
extensivo mining district ; for it is evident 
that the bed ol Leech river is not going to 
employ more tlinn a fraction of the number 
originally anticipated. Where men are 
limited in tho quantity of food and subject 
lo nightly exposuro, they are not 
very much impelled to eucountor tho 
rough toil of prospeoling in suoh a country 
■s the neighborhood of Leech river by tho 
necessity of paying fivo dollars to the Gold 
Commissioner. It is all very well to make 
tho miners contribute to the Crown revenue ; 
but in this case wo are more likely to " kill 
the goose that lays the golden egg." We 
know that the parlies who advised His Ex- 
cellency to tho step oonleoded that the rich 
claims might be dug out before a month, and 
that, therefore, the miners would get nil the 
wealth and psy nothing for it. There was 
something sage in the counsel ; but wo ara 
afraid the very practical men who gave the 
advice overrated Iho ingenuity of tho mining 
population. We know that Leech river, 
when all the mining appliances are in 
operation, will not take very many months 
iu getting "cleaned out;" but we are also 
convinced that the process will not be per- 
formed in the present year ol 1864. The 
absurdity of the supposition could only be 
entertained by men whose practical know- 
ledge of gold miuing never extended farther 
than viewing the precious rnelal through a 
broker's window. What the colony wanted, 
and what it still requires, is a stimulant rath- 
er than a check to mining enterprise. When 
we have fully established our claim to the 
possession of comparatively speaking exten- 
sive gold mines, we expect to see every man 
who puts a pick in the ground pay his li- 
cense ; but this pouncing upo.i the miner for 
five dollars when everything was siill in the 
realm ol speculation or fancy, looked too 
much like, what we believe the Government 
never intended, a " grab game " 

A second mislako, aod what may prove to 
bo a serious one, was dividing the river in its 
width into two claims. When the miners 
come to flume the stream, they will have a 
nice lime of it, unless indeed those occupy- 
ing opposite claims conclude lo form a co- 
partnership. In Australia and Calilornia, 
the miners were quite oontont to allow the 
claim to stretch across the width of the 
creek, giving to each company an unrestrict- 
ed disposition of its water. The advisers 
of His Excellency evidently disliked fol- 
lowing the old fashioned practice which has 
obtained in iho two great gold countries lor 
a period of thirteen years, and which has 
given satisfaction to half n million of miners 
Vanoourer Island hat always been original 
in its Proclamations and its laws, and we 
suppose its old characteristic must not be 
interfered with. We would, however, re- 
commend His Excellency to bo guided no 
longer in mining matters by any but the 
mining population. They, and they alone' 
are competent to (jive advice. The Executive, 
was, as a matter of courso, obliged to 
take the initiative in the first instance ; but 
wo could scarcely imagine it to have been 
led ia far astray as to give its sanction to the 
absurd regulation alluded to. It is well 
known the river cannot ho worked without 
being flumed, and it must bo equally evident 
that one company cannot afford to allow tho 
olaim opposite to tnrn the river on its (the 
former's) ground. The two companies can- 
not, in fact, work independently of each other 
without being in perpetual hot water on ac- 
count of their disposition of tho cold element 
and so they are, no/«u- volens. forced into a 
kind of co-partnership — a result which may 
possibly bo disagreeable to both. There ia^ 
however, an injury iu another way. The 
object of mining laws should be to counteract 
as much as possible, the unequal awards ol 
nature. Iiy allowing tho claim to run across 
tho creek you give e>cry company an oppor- 
tunity of making some money— especially i' 
a lead exists. Willi tho present nrrnrigemeni 
the gambling character of mining is intensi- 
fied. We hope that His Excellency will 
take this matter into consideration, and 
that new r emulations moy shortly be framed 
which will meet the exigencies of tho case, 
and which will also deal with bench claims 
in aceordanoo with the views of tho miners 

We are anxious that immediate Bteps 
should bo taken in the mutter ; for iu n few 
weeks a large pop illation will bo thronging 
Lsech and other rivors, and it is desirable 
that at few obstacles to mining enterprise 
should exist ns possible. We have no doubt 
whatever that before the next few months 
expire, if we have good mining regulations, 
tho country will be prospected fur and 
near, and extensive gold fields brought 
to light. The only dissatisfaction which is at 
present expressed, conies from those who nre 
totally inexperioncad in tho vocation of gold 
mining ; from the hardy, practical man «e 
hear ot nothing but cheering assurances, 
"What has tended, however, to deceive many 
persons, is the rather ambiguous announce- 
ment which is so frequentlypublished ol so 
much to tho pan." Wo lavo previously allu- 
ded to the inoorreotness of tho "punninfl" re- 



sult as a criterion. It looks very grand no 
doubt — a dollar to the pan; but the other irrj 
portsnt part of the business is not merlioned 
—the time und labor expended in getting tile 
dirt. If tho miner wero half a day obtaining 
from the crevices n panful of wash dirt, a 
dollar to the pan would be rather poor wages. 
On the other band, a "bit" to tho pan would 
bo highly remunerative, if the wash-dirt 
*ero easily obtainable. When the claims 
get into working order, however, the results 
will be less deceptive, and wo shall be able 
to epenk with more certainty of tho real value 
of our gold miues.

Returned Dioqbrs.— The Caledonia 
brought back not n lew men from the Sooke 
diggings yesterday, who give a desponding 
account of the mines. That some should 
return pronouncing the diggings a failure is 
only what we anticipated. Thore never wu» 
a rush or an excitement yet to the best of 
gold fields, that a reaction did not take plaoe 
and thoso Who did not find nuggets lying 
round waiting to lm picked up, would return 
without fairly testing iho country, and then 
pronounce it a "fizzle." Others rush up 
withotM any intention of everting ihflmselres, 
end poTisibly incapable of undergoing the 
hardships of a mine'rs life, though eherifhing 
a dreamy hope that something good may 
Hurn up. Their stock of provisions soon bo- 
comes exhausted.Jthey have done no prospect- 
ing, the good thing has nut turned up, they 
are compelled to hasten tiRcl: unable to give 
a good account of themselves, and are con- 
sequently eager to decry tho country. We 
are assured upon good authority that some 
of those who returned on Saturday anil last 
evening neoer nuchal the digging* at all; on 
their way up they met some wno wore re- 
turning, and riot feeling satislied with the 
accounts received, (although the whole dis- 
tance to travel was not more than 15 mi^j) 
they retraced their steps. So long as cheer 
ing accounts ari received from those who 
have claims, and thoso who are prospecting 
for them, and still belter so long as the fruit 
of their cxeriious continues to arrive, 
we rmeil riot nccept the statements 
of every outsider who ventures an 
opinion of the country. That the Leech 
river diggings, Bo lar as y t ascertained, aro 
extensive wo do not pretend to assert, but 
.that they aro rich is beyond all question or 
civil. Experienced men speak highly of the 
.aprx-.traticu of the country, and miners are 
grudtttHy reporting very favorable prospects 
j n the benches anil in creeks radiating from 
tho river, und, through good or through evil 
report, the general opinion is that we have 
only heard the commencement of discoveries 
that may yet astound the most singuine. 

Guvinu Dock at lisQOiMALT. — Through 
-the courtesy of His Excellency tho Governor, 
wo have before us a chart of Constance Cove, 
• in Esquimalt Harbor, with a sketch of tho 
Graving Dock proposed to be constructed 
ohereiu by a company of English capitalists. 
Tr'A sitft of the dock is to bo alongside Jlnj. 
Foster's new wliarl". The internal dimen- 
sions' according to the scale given on tho 
chart will bo nbout 1000 feet in length by 
from 300 to 500 feot in width.

— Some gen- 
tlemen /nspirited by the good news from 
Sooke are about to continue their searches 
foi'-^old about a mile and a half from this 
city. Shafts were secretly sunk during the 
winter near a spot v> ii«ri * streak of pay-dirt 
was struck while sinking i well some three 
or four years ngo, bin the company met with 
misfortune. 0,145 shall having caved and the 
te^ond striking a large boulder. They now 
propose sinking a third, and irom information 
in their possession, feel tome cjiifideuoe iu iho 
result.

ADDITIONAL. 

Mr. James Harris left the Folks of Leech 
river on Friday at 2 p. m , and walked 
through, taking til n river trail to tho mouth of 
Sooke river und tho Metchnsin road to Vic- 
toria which ho reached at 25 minutes to 2 
p. m., muking tho distance, alter resting 9 
hours, in less than 23 hours. Up to 2 p. in. 
the Gold Commissioner had recorded 150 
claims — a great many more were staked off. 

Mr. Harris with two others have taken up 
a claim on the opposite bunk to the Industry 
Co. which prospected well. Mr. Harris 
showed us some beautiful nright coarse gold 
about jil 50 or S2 in value, which ho washed 
out in about 20 minules from the crevices ol 
tho slalo rock, several feel from the bed ol 
tho stream. He also found a pretty little 
nugget valued at five or six bits lying in the 
bed of the stienm. They propose tunnelling 
into the hill. 

All the miners who had claims were ela- 
ted with their prospects. 

The steamer Caledonia roturncd on Sat- 
urday night with about 30 passengern mostly 
miners returning lor provisions. Their re- 
ports all serve to confirm the accounts previ- 
ously received. Those who had taken up 
claims appeared well satisfied, though as u 
gernral rule none lind commenced working 
in real earnest. Tboin, McDonnell A; Co. 
were doing well with their rockers, two of 
their party working easily pint of thn time 
with only ooe rocker washed out S33 iu a 
day. 

The benches had been tested and it was 
ascertained beyond a doubt that they con- 
tained gold in paying quantities. Prospects 
varying from twu to live cents lo thu pan 
were obtained by a company who werosmk- 
nig about 30 feet fiom the river. 

Serjt. Hill, of the I'ohca force, h,d hit 
upon a claim winch is said to have yielded 
one prospect of So to tho pan. S5U0 were 
offered and refused for this claim. Tho left 
bank ol tho river was being taken up und 
was found to prospect equally as well as the 
right batik, lielow one of the fills on Leech 
river there is a deep pool, the boltoin of 
which has do! yet been reached. It is 
thought that if the stream above could be 
dammed, its course turned, and the water 
pumped out ol thu hole, rich deposits of gold 
would be found in the crevices at the bottom. 
This is an undertaking lo be left to subse- 
quent enterprise. The season is too far ad- 
vanced now to uttempl fluming operations. 

Parties were sinking into the side of tho 
hills, aud are repotted to bo finding very sat- 
isfactory prospects. 

(Jot d looking qunrlz is said to abound. 

Supt. Smith visited the diggings, and 
• peaks cm ouragingly of what he saw. All 
tho accounts received agree in descri bing the 
country as awfully rough and unfit for those 
who are not able lo stand fatigue and expos- 
ure. Mosquitoes are abundant nnd very 
troublesome. Mr. Smith says he destroyed 
-loO 000 ! ! by holding out one hand as a trap 
for them to settle ou and killing them with 
t;.e other ! 

The distanco by tho river trail to the Gist 
forks does not exciod 12 miles, and is getting 
more ben ten and defined by the truflie on it. 
Mr. Smith came down ill a little over four 
hours. By far ttie shortest route is by way 
ol Muir's striking into the diggings on Leech 
river a thort distance above the forks. 

Mr. Spencer of Yates street trnvelled tho 
distance in three bouts and a half. 

The Messrs. Robinson, of me Occidental 
block, and three or lour others, returned from 
a live da>s excursion to tho Sooko mines yes- 
terday afternoon. They ascended some four 
miles up Leech river, and prospected in that 
vicinity, but with rather unsatisfactory re- 
sults, one ol the party obtaining aboul two 
bits by crevicing 7 or 8 pans of dirt, and n 
groat many pans being washed without yield 
ing anything. 

They did not prospect in the benches 
along the batiks of the stream. The first 
mile and a half ol Leech river is the only 
part of the bed containing pay-dirt ; above 
that for three or four miles, Iho bed-rock is 
perfectly smooth and bars, the dill having 
evidently washed down lo ihe mouth. The 
party, who aro experienced miners, are fully 
convinced that there are rich diggings some- 
where in the vicinity, but they have yet not 
been slruek. Mr. B ibinsori senior says that he 
believes tha head waters of the stream is tho 
place to look for Hie rich deposits. The 
trail up to Leech river is frightfully rocky, 
in many places being almost as steep iih a 
wall, so that travellers have to look carefully 
to their footing. It is utterly irrpassiblo for 
animals. He believes that a truil could be 
run in by Lang ford's Like by which the forks 
and head waters of the stream might easily 
bo reached with pack trains. Mr. H saw 
about thirty or forty men returning, and 
expects to soe 300 or 400 back before the 
close of tho week. The miners aro not dis- 
couraged, out went up unprepared for so 
rough a country, and without supplies to 
enable them to penotrato far enough into the 
interior. Our informants fully boliove that 
very good pay may be taken cut of the region 
already prospected, but the minors are 
totally destitute of the simplest appiuncoa 
for mining. 

llr'. Cool, of this city, who returned by Iho 
Celadouia, went up Leech river for 4 or :> 
miles. Lie in! H ma us that the first mile of 
tho river is 03 beautiful a piece ol 
mining ground as ever ho saw in his lile, and 
ho tins travelled through the length and 
breadth ol California since 1854. Ha says 
he would have no hesitation in investing all 
he is worth in that portion of the country. 
It will ho.vevor, rtquiro largo companies 
with a good deal of capital lo work il advan- 
tageously. Above ll,:s the channel of the 
river is swept almost wholly bare, the bed- 
rack being so smooth and hard ns to retain 
none of the gold, which must have passed 
into the bars nearer the mouth of the stream.

1. I have the honor to inform you that 
since my letter of yesterday several parties 
have returned to this point from above ami 
among them soma with whom lam well ac- 
quainted and upon whoso statements I can 
rely. Coarse gold they say is to bo found 
everywhere on Leech river from tho hill tops 
to tho b-d of the stream, and the right hand 
side of the river (up-stream) is said to con 
tuin Ihe most gold. "The nugget found by 
Booth and about S200 worth of very coarse 
gold (button gold), which have been found 
abovo were mostly taken from tho crevices 
of the bed rock on tho river. It is tha gen- 
eral opinion however that the largest quanti- 
ties of gold will be takon from the hills and 
bed near tho mouth of the river, ou account 
of the scarcity of dirt above; the hills and 
bed of trio stream a few miles up being al- 
most bare. 

2. Only 20 licenses and 20 olsinis hnve 
been so fir taken out and registered, though 
tho next large party that come up will no 
doubt hurry forward miners for such pur- 
poses.

Sin : — I have the honor to report that af- 
fairs are progressing in a very satisfactory 
mutiner, bulb in regard to the lioding of 
good payint; prospects, the numbers of miners 
gradually coming up stream, and the working 
of the present mining regulations. 

With respect to the former I may monlion 
that miners even in prospecting their claims 
are taking oul sufficient to pay their daily 
expenses; when ihey commence working the 
benches and bill sides good wages may be 
expected, und should Iho many who are 
sinking shafts for iho bed rook, strike gold in 
the old bed ol tho river, i: is more than pio j 
buble that very rich and extensive coarse | 
gold diggings will be tho result. A small 
particle of silver attached to a pieco of coarse 
gold was to-day washed out within half a 
mile of our encampment. 

In regard to the mining regulations I nm 
so besiegeil with enquiries, that I find il no-, 
cess'ary to issue the accompanying mtioeB 
which I have carefully drawn up, to prevent 
disputes that would soon have arisen, os I 
think it is possible with necs-ary precau- 
tion to prevent Iho troubles that usually at- 
tend new gold fields, through fie systematic 
jumping ot clai i s. 

Miners complain of tho hardship of bavins 
to possess a License before th.-y select a 
permanent spot, this however is door for the 
purpose of obtaining a promise from the 
Commissioner to secure to them ihe place 
wherever their prespects are good, while 
they either toke out enough to pay lor their 
licenses anil rogistration fees, or proceed lo 
Victoria lor tho same — thiB is rather a nice 
point, and if allowed would without doubt be 
au injustice lo those who come forward im- 
mediately uu their arrival and pay their lees, 
ard therefore their complaints cannot be at- 
tended to. * * * 

The number of Licenses and Registration 
Receipts issued up to o'clock this evening 
is 77, and as about 7b' men have arrived to- 
day at this point, I expect a busy day to-

In a former communication I estimated the 
distance Irom the mouth of the Sooke at 25 
miles, after more mature consideration I

It has rained without intermission the 
wholo day, which bus, however, made no 
difference to the excited gold hunters.

LETTER FROM AN EXPERIENCED 
PROSPECTOR. 

The following letter from Mr. Alexander 
McK Smith, a gentleman of considerable 
mining experience, was received on Saturday 
night. 

Leech River, Aug. ft, 

1 arrived hote yesterday at noon. The 
travelling is rather rough part of the way. 
but nothing to prevent the making of a good 
trail. We got a claim about half-a-mile up 
Leech river, but do not know the value of it 
yet. We can get some very nice gold iu 
every pan. 

All Ihe banks of this river contain gold, and 
from the proofs lb it 1 have seen taken Irom 
ihe banks of the rivers for some two or throe 
miles I am satisfied the diggings will pay well 
nnd Inst for some three or four yours, and 
much longer il hill diggings should bo struck. 

I have seen us much as one dollar and a- 
half to the pan taken from the batiks of the 
river. Prospects ol from one to five dollars 
to the pan have been found higher iu crevices 
of the bed ruck. 

Tho bod of this stream I have no doubt is 
rich, but it is loo late this season to llume 
it. 

None of the claims are opened out yot, 
and I am not able to say definitely what 
they would pay when properly worked.

I wish I could find some other appropriate 
phrase whereby to convey the meaning of 
this oft recurring state oi politics in this 
Curiiida of ours. 

As was iodicated in a former letter tho 
Government publicly styled tho Tuche Mac- 
dunaid Ministry- — but moro properly t lie 
Carlier Macdonald — has cumo to a sudden 
end. Il was out-voted on a motion of the 
Finance Minister to go into Comtnittoe of 
Supply. An nmendincnt by boo. A. A. 
Durioii was carried by a majority ol Iwo. As 
Ihis was a vital question, intimately aliening 
ihe ministry, and tantamount to a vole of 
want of confidence, the Government had no 
alternative but resign or dissolve, and appeal 
to thu people. It appears thai His Kxcnl- 
lency w:js appealed to, lo dissolve. Report 
says thu Governor did not approve of this 
cause, although, as a constitutional Uovernor, 
he could not well refuse. Hut now comes the 
most singular episode ever enacted in this 
country. Tho Government woro on the 
horns of a dilemma. To go to tho country on 
the question on which tboy were deloated — 
the Montreal $ 100,000 job— was political felo 
de se. What was, to bo dono ? You may 
well conceive tho public surprise when 
rumor assorted that J. A. Macdonald and A. 
T. Gait actually waited on Georgo Brown 
and solicited his assistance to form an ad- 
ministration ! 1 

This is without doubt the rno?t extraordi- 
nary political movement on record, surpass 
sed only by the lact that a government ho.' 
been Inrtnod— a coalition of enur.ro — consist- 
ing of Carlier, Gait, J. A. Muodonald, and 
Geo. Brown, with two of his Upper Canada 
supporters. And what Is most wonderful of 
all, a basis has been agreed on that gives to 



Upper Canada almo9l all she has boen con- 
tending Tor : such constitutional changes as 
will leave us to manage our own local uQairo 
by our ow,i local parliament. Tho pro- 
gramme la that Canada is to be divided into 
two or more sections with each u loeni legis- 
lature ; and a central Congress somewhat 
nkin to iho American, the Lower Honso to 
to elected on tho principle of Representa- 
tion by Population, Verily truth is stranger 
than fiction. Dauntless we are aboul enjoy- 
ing a political millenium, when " tho wolf 
shall dwell with the lamb and the leopard 
shall lie down with the kid, and Ilia calf and 
the young lion ami Ihe fa'ling together, and 
u little child Bhall lead them." 

We must not for a moment suppose that 
" rapt Isaiuh " had Ihe least reference to our 
political cmbroglios iu Gonads i but the 
figures used may well imply to I tin amalga- 
mation of the parlies indicated. Never was. 
there greater heterogeneity of principles at- 
tempted to bo united— men who hive stood 
in bitter opposition lo each other 'tor iho last 
t * enty years. We can hardly realize it as 
yet, but we cordially wish it success ; wo 
cannot expect lo go on without opposition ; 
tie Rouges ol Lower Canada have raised 
the standard, with Holton and Dorinn ns 
leaders, bniti excellent men and sound re- 
formers, who have always acted in unison 
with Iho "grits" ol Upper Canada, It is a 
g eat pity thai Ihey have left the party ; they 
will still be uselul as tin opposition. 1 hope 
I shull never see the duy when the Govern- 
ment, be it what il may, shall have no oppo- 
sition. Personally, I abominate tho very 
name " Coalition." But us parties are at 
present neither can carry on the Government, 
and Ihero is a strong probability that wo will 
be tho better for this change : worse we can- 
not be. Lt.'. us try il arid hope lor the best. 
In the new Constitution, at last to bo brought 
in, provision is to be made for admitting the 
Maritime Provinces as well as the North 
West.

The cities and villages along 
ihe " arteries of Commerce" wore literally 
denuded of their inhabitants, all crowding to 
Iho o d huttlo - ffielil of Lundy's Lane — the 
place appointed fur tiio evolutions of Her 
Majesty's troops, including the loyal militia of 
Upper Canada. There were hundreds ol our 
cousins south of.!5 J , attracted by the unusual 
novelty of u review of IJritish troops insight 
of the stars and stripes. Rochester, Buffalo, 
Lockport, etc., supplied these visitors in largo 
number.', who, along with our own Cana- 
dians, expressed their warm appreciation of 
the stylo and dash ol our •' british Grena- 
diers." There wore present, of the different 
corps, upwards of 12,500 officers and men, 
who took pa: I in this military display, under 
Iho command »f Major General Napier. — 
Where all performed their duty in such gallant 
style, it would be invidious lo paniculurize. 
Our own militia and Vuluuleers bore no mean 
part in the cortege and elicited the applause 
of both officers and onlookers.

THE CHILCOATEN EXPEDITION 



(From the Columbian.) 

Through Iho politeness of tho Hon, Colo- 
nial Secretary we are enabled to lay before 
our readers Ihe following information ;

The following intelligence has been re- 
ceived from Lieut. Cooper, Aid-de-camp to

The Volunteers under Mr. Brow landed 
from H. M. S- Sutlej, ot Rascal Village on 
Bella Coolu river, on the ill dune, nnd aftor 
much difficulty reached tho head of naviga- 
tion safely on Ihe 24th. Near Mr. Hamil- 
ton's house a largo number of Indians at Ihe 
Tsuntotiy tribe were met with, and further on 
the parly fell in with the Ivitskal tribe ; both 
Iribes appeared lo be friendly. From ihe 
head of navigation to the top ot the (jreat 
Slide, ihe progress of the party was neces- 
sarily slow : torrents had to be bridgod. and 
tho horses were obliged to bo guyed ncrnss 
with ropes. At tho top of the Slide a day's 
ha't took place lor the parly to reform an I 
rest the horses. Hero a letter was received 
from Mr. Cox, informing the Governor of his

Kegs of 
nails, boxes of carpenter's tools, gutted pack- 
saddles, broken agricultural instruments, 
were lountl in the bushes, a musket shattered 
by s bullet, yesst tius, ropes, caudles, and 
eircingles. 

Mr. Brew's parly followed up the traces ol 
the lung struggle ol McDonald's hopeless ex- 
pedition. For several miles, scattered evi- 
dences of white men's industry prepared the 
way for the sceno of I'.ib conflict, where the 
42 horses with their pack-saddles became the 
property of iho Indians. Thore n Siwash 
tomb of logs, pompously adorned with stake" 
ami flags, showed where a Cllilcoaten chief 
hod fallen under a bullet dispatchvd in a dy- 
ing effort by McDonald. About fifteon yards 
from Hie tomb lay tho unburiod body of the 
while man. The wolves had made sad havoc 
wiih it, stripped naked as it was, but the fea- 
luros were recognizable, and ihe identity es- 
tablished. Tho corpse of Iliggins, violently 
distorted, but well preserved, lay half a mile 
oil', and a few hundred yards beyond that 
again tbo remains of McDougal. Dead horses 
in the last stage ol decay, lay upon tho trail. 

On the following day, Iho earthworks in 
which McDdonald und his parly kept the 
Indians at bay, were passed. A couple of 
miles further Mr. Brew's parly came upon 
tho palisaded block-house ol the Indians, on 
the summit of a hill near Suttiko. The trees 
bad been all cleared around, and the build- 
ing loop-holod, and as Iho works were capable 
of affording serious annoyance, permission 
was given to tha volunteers to deiiroy them. 
AllthepeopleofSutliko *ere concerned in 
tho lust massacre, and there could bo uo risk 
of increasing thu number of our enemies by 
destroying Ihe building where in all proba- 
bility the murder of McDonald's parly had 
bean planned. The volunteers worked with 
energy at the lank of destiuction, hut the 



templed to deprive Mr. Thompson of his 
pre-emption now thai it possesses a pros- 
pective value, when re attempt was made lo 
deprive him of it whilst i: possessed merely 
a nominal value. Au impartial public could 
and would nee n ulling but the rankest in- 
justice in such n job as that. Such an act 
would sow doubt and confusion broadcast 
throughout the c deny. Not a pre-Cmplor, 
or purchaser of Gown lands in the Colo- 
ny would feel otherwise than that he was 
wholly and entirely at the mercy of one man, 
misled by a sycophantic newspaper and 
unwise counsellors. Who, I ask, would build 
his log cabin or. our shores, or bury himself 
in iho depths of the forest, on a pre-emption, 
if, utter continuous occupation uod improve- 
ment, his right to the sod is put in jeopardy, 
or wrenched from him by nil arbitrary hand 
without a moment's warning ? No one ! 
Confidence in the Government under such 
circumstances, would lie utterly, entirely lost, 
aud the settlement of Ihe country paralysed. 

Whatever paltry prospective interest, sir, J 
may have in the lown bite at Thompson's 
lauding I value as nothing in comparison 
with maintaining untarnished the pledged 
fuith of tho Govornmout to tho pre-cmptors 
and purchasers of Crown Lands, it is the lat- 
ter rather than tho former, that induces me lo 
lake un active interest in Thompson's behalf. It 
is no favor or |iresont thai I want of Gov- 
ernment; lor I never asked for a governmental 
favor; nor a governmental present of land or 
anything el-e lor myself in time pasi. nor in 
all probability will never be reduced to such 
dire necessity in time to come. Hut what 
myself and others ask for Mr. Thompson, we 
demand as a right, not as a favor or ns a 
present ; and thai right we are prepared lo 
uphold bim in contending for, even if it 
should be necessary to appeal to Ihe Judicial 
Committee of tho Privy Council. Luckily, 
however, no gubernatonl .newspaper leequeys 
such as the Chronicle, who pipeuny time they 
aie desired to play, cun alter Iho facts on 
which Thompson's claim rests ; nor prevent 
him from gelling his pre-emption; nor make 
it necessary to appeal. Such lacqueys will 
only have their lolly for their pains in this 
Case as in many former ones when drivel and 
falsehood constituted their slock in trade.
